Georgia went democratic in the} 
election Tuesday by an overwhelming | 
majority, giving its electoral votes to | 
John W. Davis for president, and re- | 
election to Clifford M. Walker, 4s | 
governor. 

At the same time the 
proved eight amendments to the state | 
constitution by big majorities. 

Returns early this morning from 
799 out of a total of 1,735 precincts 
in the state gave for president: Johu 
W. Davis 68313; Calvin Coolidge 15,- 
341; Robert M. La Follette 6,380;

Faris 52. 

Four years ago the vote of the 
state for president was: 

James M. Cox, democrat, 107,162;

Biennial Sessions Carry. 
aw? robably the greatest imterest in | 
ti constitptional amendments cen- 
tered in tliat providing fur biennial 
sessions of the legislature. This was 
approved by over three to one, when 
the votes from 641 precincts were tab- 
ulated. This gave for the amendment 
37,139 and against 9,599. 

Peach county, 641 precincts report- 
ing, won by a vote of over two to one, 
the figures. on this tabulation being 
37.641 to 15,492 ugainst. 

The manufacturers’ exemption 
amendment received 32,525 favorable | 
votes to 10,522 unfavorable in returns | 
from 607 precincts. 

Coolidge Captures Pickens. 

Pickens, one of the north Georgia 
counties, swung into the Coolidge col- 
umn with 882 votes to 398 for Davis 
on the basis of incomplete returns. 

No counties were in the La Follette 
column at this tabulation. He polled 
1.412 votes in Fulton county, carry- 
ing three precincts. President Cool- 
idge nearly doubled Senator La on 
lette in this county, getting 2,682 
yotes in 32 of the 33 precincts, while 
the same precincts gave 7,532 votes. 

Incomplete returns from Lowndse 
county indicated Coolidge was leading 
Davis. The actual vote will show 
definitely if this county is to go into 
the president’s ranks. Normally it is 
a democratic county.

Papers will be ready in a few days, 
it was said Tuesday night, for the 
transfer of title of the Lyric site to 
the athletic club, but construction 
will not be started until late next 
springs The property, according to 
the proposal laid before the member- 
ship last night, does not call for the 
actual transfer of the vroverty until 
April, 1925. 

Terms of Purchase. 

The terms on which the club will 
acquire the Lyfic property call for 
$100,000 first payment, with the re- 
maining* $175,000 secured by second- 
mortgage bonds. Under Mr. Lynch's 
agreement with the directors of the 
club, he will accept the present club 
building at the end of the three years 
as the. fifst_ payment, but allows the 


club to dispose, of this ‘nrovertv for 
any: fizure above £100,000,

Plot Revealed by Accident. 


And had it not been for a provi- 
dental accident nothing could hare 
stopped the plot from proceeding tv 
its dreadful conclusion. As it hap- 
pened, the bomb intended for Senator 
Hartwick exploded prematurely dis 
closing the plot. This bemwmb bore a 
wrapper marked “Gimbel Lros.,. New 
York.”

These orders, sent by secret code to 
communist headquarters in New York 
and Chicago, directed the formation 
of a new organization. An organiza- 
tion which, outwardly at least, should 
conform to all the laws-of the United 
States. An organization which should 
still stand for the spread of com- 
munistic principles, but the program 
and constitution of which sbould not 
include as itg aim the overthrow of 
the United States government. These 
orders also directed that the old or- 
ganization, complete, with its purpose 
of destroying the government, con- 
tinue to function, but that its opera- 
tions be limited strictly to work “un- 
derground.” . 

Thus, where befote operations all 
had been conducted in the open, where 
every move was seen. now this same 
propaganda was to continue in secret. 
And in addition a new purty was 
formed, outwardly legal, and conform- 
ing to all laws, but using this legality 
as a cloak to hide the true purpuse of 
its leaders—the purpose which re 
mained the same—the overthrow of 
the United States government by 
force. 


CHAPTER XV. 
The blow dealt by the government 
through its raids was not one which 
could be too easily overcome by cum- 


munist leaders who had escaped serv- 
ice of deportation warrants, or by| 
new leaders to be sent from Russia | 
to carry on the work of communizing 
the United States. It proved to the 
Moscow international what it had 
been intended to prove—that the coin- 
munist party of America could no 
leweger legally exist in the United 
States. It also made plainly appar- 
ent to international officials that if 


ish here and to retain the hold al- 
ready acquired, there was need of im- 
mediate action to utilize every possible 
force in this country to that end. 
As the most effective method for 
carrying out their plang it was de 
cided to create an organization to be 
known as radical in feeling, Dut yet 
one which should be entirely within 
the law, although its membership list 
would be almost the exact duplicate of 
the now forbidden “communist party.” 
Thus was born the “workers’ party,” 
legal and harmless to outside appear- 
ances, but under the surface having 
the same ambition as the older party 
from which it was formed—the over- 
throw ef the United States ygovern- 
ment and substitution of a guveru- 
ment by the workers. 
“It is the duty of the communist 
party,” these instructions rea’, “to 
defeat by any means that may be 


attempt to confine it to underground 
channels, in which it is even more 
concealed from the masses than it is 
from the government. It is true that 
we cannot exist now in the open un- 
der our own name as the communist 
party section of the ecommupist inter- 
national. This is partly because of 
the peculiar present stage of capital- 
ism in this country, partly because of 
the long habit of nun-solidarity- of la- 
bor in America, pattly because of the 
peculiar cowardice of the socialist 
officialdom, which. at critical moments 
prevented a united stund for revolu- 
tionary principles, leaving the revolu- 
tionists without an organization with 
which to withstand an onslaught in 
the open, also partiy because the com- 
munists in this country attempted to 
stand in the open una were unable to 
obtain the mass suppurt, were partly 
destroyed and ther remnants driven 
inderground.” 
’ ‘ Program of the Party. 

Lest this new semi-political force 
thus created be misunderstood or 1ts 


others generally looked upon 
as “radical but harmless,” here 1s the 
avowed program of the party which 
afterward was named the workers 
party, given out from Moscow by the 
communist international : 

“The legal political organ ts to be 
a means enabling the communist party 


masses in the class struggle and to 
become the revolutionary party of the 
masses. It is to participate actively 
in all phases of the class struggre on 
a platform that will go as far toward 
the communist program as 18 possible 
while continuing a legal political ex- 
istence. 

“The entire membership of the un- 
derground party, the real communist 
party, must join the open party and 
become its most active element. Cctn- 
munist party members must at all

of leaders of the communist party, and 
the program of the legal party is 
identical with that of the communist 
party, with this certain modification— 
the workers party does not openly ad- 
vocate the. overthrow of the United 
States government by force. 


It is under this camouflage of le- 
gality that communists now are con- 
centrating their efforts in the United 
States. Through this means it is their 
purpose to place in all industries a 
sufficient number of communists even- 
tually to obtain control. “Divide and 
rule” is their slogan, and it is upon 
this that they rest their hope of ob- 
taining sufficient strength in labor 
organizations, and of gaining suffi- 
cient following in other organizations 
to bring about a social revolution. 

CHAPTER XVII1, 

Propaganda Vital. 
_ The main strength of the commun- 
ists—and in fact, their only hope for 
success in America—lies in their pub- 
lications. _ For without propaganda, 
the organization would die overnight, 
and without its own publications 
there could be no propaganda in a 
country which forbids open broadcast- 
ing of revolutionary doctrine, 

In the first years of communism, 
when no one really had wakened to the 
seriousness of the thing in relation 
to the country’s welfare, little at- 
tention was paid by the communists 
to the publication of their teachings 
here. They didn’t have to resort to 
this method. Meetings were held in 
the open, at which, at much less ex- 
pense, their orators could demand vo- 
cally the “support of the masses,” 
which they now must solicit by printed 
documents smuggled into central 
points of distribution. 


Propaganda by Publications. 

After the drive against all radicals 
by the government in 1919, however, 
the importance of printed matter con- 
taining revolutionary teachings was 
at once seen—by both the communist 
leaders and the government. It is 
now sufficient grounds for deporta- 
tion for any one to be found with 
such a publication in his possession, 
it being taken as prima facie evidence 
of his connection with the conspiracy 
against the United States government. 

These publications are backed by 
millions of dollars—which are ecol- 
lected for that purpose both in the 
United States and by subscription 
from Moscow. Not long ago an en- 
tire building was ‘purchased by the 
communist party of America on West 
Washington street in Chicago. ‘This 
was acegmplished, it has been learyed, 
through the financial aid of the com- 
munist international in Russia. Here 
modern equipment has been installed, 
and it is the plan of American com- 
munists that from this office shall be 
turned out yearly millions of pieces 
of propaganda, to be sent brwadcast 
through the country, carrying the 
message of revolution to those work- 
ers who have not yet been reached. 

Of course, following orders from 
the communist international, a great 
deal of communist work is being done 
legally and in the open. Thousands 
of pleces of literature are printed 
damning capitalism, but yet not open- 
ly preaching the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment by force, and are therefore 
legal. Yet, if this “legal” propaganda 
were not augmented by underground 
efforts through which the real pur- 
pose of communism could be taught, 
communism 4s a principle and as a 
vital force would fail utterly. It is 
upon these secret publications that 
red leaders rely to add to their lists 
of “converts,” 


Report of All Activities. 


The main organ of the communist 
party is the Communist. 

Printed in twenty-five languages, 
this publication carries weekly all 
news of communist activities through- 
out the world. In it are to be found 
the latest orders from the interna- 
tioval at Moscow, together with news 
of communist activities there. In ad- 
dition, a full and complete report of 
all activities in the United States is 
given each week. Whenever there is 
a eecret meeting or a convention, it is 
not necessary for members to attend; 
the minutes of the convention wil! ap- 
pear in the next number of the Com- 
munist, along with the text of all im- 
portant speeches. This magazine is 
the guide post of the communist in 
America. By reading it he is able 
to sey what he can or cannot do. 

In the United States there are 260 
communist publications printed in for- 
eign languages, and more than 100 
printed in English. I addition to 
these there ure 200 publications print- 
ed abroad fcr circulation in this coun- 
try. And even this number does not 
include the thousands of hooks and 
magazines turned out yearly for prop- 
aganda In these 


the subject matter would make the 
publisher liable to prosecution, express 
companies are used. The papers are 
sent in bulk through the United States 
to central distributing pointe. From 
here they are taken by special mes 
se:ger to various local headquarters, 
where they may be acquired by mem- 
bers of the several groups. 

' A large number of these papers and 
magazines openly advocate the de- 
struction of the United Stares govern- 
ment. 


The “Language Federation.” 

The force behind these publications 
is mainly thit of various language 
federations—that is, different sections 
of the communist party divided into 
groups according to the language they 
speak. These federations, too, consti- 
tute the bulk of communist influence 
in the United States. On the surface 
these language federations are legal, 


but underneath there runs an under- 
ground current of illega] revolution- 
ary propaganda, 

Each of these language federations 
has a national secretary, and with 
this position goes a private office in 
the national headquarters of the 
workers’ party of America, at 1009 
North State. street,- Chicage., When 
it is considered that each language 
federation has its ewn staff of writers. 
educators and leciurers who are, all 
of them, subject to the control of the 
communist party, a portion onlv of 
their strength can be estimared. These 
organizations as a ‘hole claim a mem- 
bership of more than 2.000.000. Of 
these the mcst powerful federation, 
both financially and numerically, is 
the Finnish federation. This organ- 
ization alone conirc's several daily 
newspapers. It has its own publish- 
ing house in Duluth, Minn., and turns 
eut yearly approximately 1,000,000 
pieces of radical literature. 

This federation also controls a 
university for young men of Finnish 
nationality, where they are prepared 
for «a career as proficient agitators, 
Here they are taught economics, so- 
cialism, civics—but most of all. com- 
munism.

ing the immediate formation of a legal 
political party on a national scale

ments within the party which object- 
ed to such a procedure.” 

It was thought that by the forma- 
tion of this party a powerful weapon 
would be given into the hands of 
American communists to combat other 
political forces in the United States. 
Through this legal activity, it was;

ground methods. 

All plans for this legal work were | 
completed by communist leaders in 
Moscow.

BALDWIN AGREES 
TO FORM CABINET. 
London, November 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Stanley Baldwin, 
conservative leader and former pre- 
mier, agreed to form a new cabinet 
today when called to Buckingham pal- 
ace hy King George. The king pre- 
viously had accepted the resignation 
of the cabinet of Ramsay MacDonald, 
Great Britain’s first labor premier. 

The government headed by Mr. 
MacDonald, self-educated son of a 
Seotch peasant, was in power nine 
months, during which its defeat was 
possible at any time by a combined 
vote in the house of the conservatives 
and liberals, who jointly outnumbered 
the laborites.

According to the article, Dr. Herman 
Bundesen, the health commissioner of 
Chicago, gives this advice to , Persons 
suffering with alleged “colds :’ 

“Stay at home. Take a hot bath. 
Take a cathartic. Then if necessary 
call the family doctor.” 

About the same time I received, 
through the courtesy of Dr. Bundesen, 
the Weekly Bulletin of the Chicag 
departmebt of health, in which Dr. 
Bundesen offers this advice ; 

“With the first running of the nose 
is the time that the cold. can best be 
abated if you: Stay hom. Take a hot 
bath. Go to bed. Take a physic. If 
necessary, call your family doctor.”

Prevention of Cold. 

“The prevention of a cold consists 
in first avaiding the infection as far 
as possible, ang secondly, guarding. 
against predisposing. or underlying 
Causes. 

Rest. The proper amount of rest, 
and an abundance of fresh air, not too 
dry nor too hot, and free from dust. 
Abundaypt water and ‘correct diet,

EXPECT MORE DEATHS: 
FROM TRAIN-BUS CRASH 


Newport News, Va., November 4.— 
Only one of the feur persons injured 
yesterday in the collision of a Chesa- 
peake & Ohio passenger train and .a 
bus in which 11 other persons were 
killed, was reported toddy to have 

“more than a fighting chance to re- 
cover.” KR. M. Rand, driver of the 
bus, is euffering from a fractured 
skull and probable internal injuries ; 
Joseph Huggett is thonght to have 
seriously hurt internally, and 
Mrs. William Dixon has a fractured 
skull. Little Florence Dixon, who es- 
caped with bruises and cuts, was the 
only one regarded as out of danger. 
All of the injured are from Hampton 
and East -Messicks, a farming and 
fishing settlement in York county. 

Fifteen persons were aboard the} 
bus, which operated between Hampton | 
and Poquesen, when it was struck by | 
the train. Eight of them were killed | 
almost instantly. one died on the way | 
to the Dixie bospital at Hampton and | 
two others died after reaching that in- 
stitution. 

Two coroners’ juries 
into last night and got ousy again 
today to tix responsibility for the 
crash. One of the juries was sworn 
in at Hampton to gather information 
as to the death of those in the hos- 
pital and the other was at the scene 
of the accident in York county. The 
railroad also was making an investi- 
gution. 

Railroad officials said the accident!

There was to 
be a debate on it like the debate which 
was held on the issue of naming the 
klan in the New York convention. 
Two speakers were to represent the 
gold side and two the silver side. 
When it was announced that Mr. 
Bryan was to finish the debate for 
silver Mr. Woodson wrote a note to 
the Nebraskan: “I now see where 
you are going to have your chance.” 
It came back to him with these’ words 
penciled on the back of it: “You shall 
not be disappointed.— Bryan.” 


Gold bugs from : the east sitting near 
Mr. W oodson on the convention floor 
kept asking: “Who is this man 
Bryan who is going to talk for free 
silver?” “He's the greatest orator 
in the United States,” answered Mr. 
Woodson loyally. “Greatest orator in 
the United States! Why, we never 
even heard of him,” sneered the arro- 
gant gold bugs of the east. Not to be 
heard of in the east settled it. 


Mr. Bryan’s turn came. Young, slen- 
der and powerful, be almost leaped 
upon the platform. The hair then 
grew on the front of his head. With 
one hand he swept back a great lock 
that fell down over one eye, and then 
he loosed the famous Cross-of-Gold, 


Crown-of-Thorns speech. The con- 
vention was instantly in an uproar, 
Even the gold bugs who had never 
heard of him leaped upon their chairs 
and yelled.

“Rock with fine veins goes to the 
crushers. to be reduced to small bits 
Rock with rich veins is cracked open 
by hand and the virgin asbestos sent 
to a big room, where girls wield hani- 
mers to break the asbestos into a pli- 
able fibrous mass. No mechanical 
means has been discovered to make 
this high grade asbestos, which is 
used for brake bands, the largest pres- 
ent demand for asbestos, cloth, best 
packing and insulating. 

“The crushed serpentine rock and 
asbestos goes to a series of screens 
surmounted by suction tubes. — The 
tubes pneumatically remove the fibers 
and grade them. Poorer grades of 
asbestos are used for paper, roofing, 
asbestos paint and for weighting silk. 
They provide pipe coverings to con- 
serve heat, soles and spats 6n shoes 
for men working on hot floors and 
supply guards to protect glass-blow- 
ers. The United States last year 
imported Sev. « $7,000,000 worth of 
raw asbestos,

ABE RUTH will be officially 

crowned the American league bat- 
ting champion when the league aver- 
ages are announced in a few weeks. 

Although Ruth has been recognized 
for years as the greatest slugger of 
all time, it was not until this season 
that he was able to capture the bat- 
ting crown. 

In 1925 Ruth tried hard but near 
the finish of the race Harry Heilmann 
passed him and finished 10 points 
ahead of Ruth. 

This year Ruth set out to win the 
batting championship. He started the 
season with that end in view. Be- 
fore, he had always tried to knock 
the ball out of the lot; this year he 
varied his efforts. Most of the time 
he tried to hit the ball through, rather 
than over the infield. When he nad 
the infielders playing well back he 
took advantage of the situation often 
and bunted. 


ITCHING to Ruth has been the 
most difficult problem of Ameri: 
can league pitchers for five years. 
He is the most powerful threat ir 
baseball, the greatest weapon on at- 
tack. Ruth, in the language of the 
sport, has them coming and going. 
Un this year he did not take full 
advantage of the fact. 
team has successfully combated 
Ruth at bat. He may be stopped for 
awhile since he goes into slumps prob- 
ably oftener than the average player, 
but sooner or later “the Ruth crushed 
to earth will rise again.” 

Pitchers claimed to have found a 
delivery that stops Ruth. Sometimes 
it did, but not for long. Sooner or 
later Ruth solved it. 

Tris Speaker, manager of the Cleve- 
land Americans and who was for sev- 
eral years a team-mate of Ruth, says: 

“Ruth will hit any ball that he can 
see. That is certain. Then the only 
way to pitch to him is to feed him the 
kind of ball he is least likely to see 
and that is a ball pitched over the 
inside corner of the plate just above 
the knees. Sooner or later he will see 
that delivery but it is the one he is 
least likely to see.” 


RUTa is deserving of the title of 

batting champion. While he is 
the most dangerous batter the game 
has produced he was never able to 
land on top of the batting averages 
because of his desire to hit home runs. 
He struck out too often. By hitting 
through the infield and bunting this 
year he made himself much more val- 
uable. Ruth was easily the most val- 
uable player in his league. He was 
awarded that honor in 1923, but this 


year when he was most deserving of it 
and when he was at least 30 per cert 
more valuable than in .he year when 
he was placed on top, a queer twist 
in the rules governing the award pre- 
vented him from repeating. According 
to the rules no player can be awarded 
the honor twice. So, while Walter 
Johnson was made the most valuable 
player, Ruth was the most valuable in
